Deelaring thatthe present credit 
situation threatens to undermine the 
prosperity..of.the. United States un- 
less a corrective'is promptly found, 
Charles BE. Mitchell,,chairman of the 
board of the: National City Bank and 
a director of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York,‘ urged: yesterday 
immediate action by Congress to re- 
move the income tax on-capital gains 
from the sale of: securities. Such ac- 
tion, he said, would break the im- 
passe: created by credit. inflation by 
inducing liquidation on the part of 
hundreds of investors and specula- 
tors who.have.profits,in stocks but 
who are unwilling to take them be- 
cause of the Jarge payments they 
would have to make to the govern- 
ment in the form of 4 tax.’ ~ 

This. tax law. My. Mitchell said, 
constituted one of thé prime causes 
of the present difficulty, “having 
created. artificiality in. the. security 
markets, in the credit structure and 
in interest rates. Repeal of that sec- 
tion of the law, he declared, offered 
a simple and natural solution of the 
problem through a method that has}. 
not before’ been emphasized in the 
widespread -discussions,.that have 
followed the Federal Reserve Board's 
warning of Feb. 6 against excessive 
speculative loans an@“the ‘subsequent 
breaks in security prites and ad- 
vances-in money rates. 
Sees Danger in Board's. Remedies. 


Mr. Mitchell, who became: the 
storm centre in “the credit contro- 
versy by announcing at),the height 
of the money cfisis of last. month, 
when the call-loan rate reached 20 
per cent,. that his*bank had $25,000,- 
000 to place at the “disposal..of the 
market at rates ranging upward 
from 15 per cent, declared that the 
principal correctives so far suggest- 
ed through Federal. Reserve action 
seemed unpromising and at best 
could succeed only-at the expense’of 
@ business recession, Three. alterna- 
tives for dealing with the credit in- 
flation had been suggested, he said: 
A Federal Reserve policy of bringing 
immediate credit ease} a middle of 
the road: policy and an aggressive 
policy of, tightening up speculative 
credit through advances in the re- 
discount rates. .None of these ac- 
tions, Mr. Mitchell declared,. would 
satisfactorily meet the ‘situation. 

Mr. Mitchell would have Congress 
eliminate the income tax on capital 
gains resulting fromthe sale cf se- 
curities and at the same time wipe 
out the tax credit resulting from 
capital losses. 

“The law,’’ he. said, ‘‘has: intro- 
duced scarcity values in stocks thet 
have spelled ‘high prices, and it -has 
created an enormous increase in the 
| loan account. Under these tax laws, 
| and particularly with the surtax 
operating: as it does in the, higher 
brackets, investors and speculators 
who have large profits in. securities 
have been and are unwilling” to 
liquidate and take profits, but. go 
on holding these securities, leaning 
on the banks in order to do so. 

Not alone the taxpayer of very 
large means but practically all of 
the millions of security holders who: 
are taxed in the brackets up to 8 
per cent would be~-benefited ‘by the 
proposal. Many . stoeks have in- 
creased ip value in. no, small part 
because holders afe unwilling to sell 
and pay the tax. liabilities incurred, 
even though prices may have gone 
to excessive levels.” The current buy- 
ers are therefore. forded to pay 
higher prices ‘by réason of this tax.

One of Nation’s Wealthiest 
Bachelors—Bride: Nursed Him: 
in Two-Year Iliness. 


Henry L. Doherty; one of the coun- 
try’s wealthiest bachelors, whose 
riches have been variously . put. be- 
tween $25,000,000 and. $200,000,000, 
was married on Dec. 31, 1928, to Mrs. 
Percy Frank Eames, it was disclosed 
yesterday in a brief announcement 
made at the Doherty offices. The 
traction and oil man and his ‘wife 
now are at the Traymore Hotel, in 
Atlantic City, but expect to return 
to New York. shortly.. The wedding 
took place at the -home of- Canon 
Lawrence E. ‘Skey,: rector of St. 
Anne’s Anglican Church of Toronto. 

The news of Mr, Doherty’s. mar- 
riage surprised his business asso-

17, 1920. of influenza. .She has an 
18-year-old. daughter, who. has been 
studying abroad and who will receive 
her degree this Spring from the Uni- 
versity of Madrid, where. she. has 
been a pupil for two years..°The 
daughter will make her home with 
the Dohertys in New York. | Mrs.

WASHINGTON, April 18.—Presi- 
dent Hoover sent to the Senate today 
the nominations of eleven Federal 
Circuit, and district court) judges, in- 
cluding ‘four ‘to ‘fill “all: but one of 
the five recently created Federal 


ern Districts. of: New York, and.-in 


ganizations: that had. endorsed . his 
selections for these important places. 
This action in making ptblic the 


for judicial offices was unprecedent- 
ed. It’ was made known at the 
White House that.the practice would 
be . followed. in:-all :future . nomina- 
tions to the Federal judiciary. 

Toward the end of his term. Presi- 
dent Coolidge nominated ;five:men to 
fill the newly created judgeships:in 
the New York judicial districts, but 
the Senate failed to.confirm, them 
before it adjourned. finally on March 
4. From thé list of New York ‘judicial | 
nominations sent to the Srrate tolay 
by President Hoover thé-names 10f 
two of'-those ‘who? nad ‘been’ ‘nom- 
inated by Mr. Coolidge were missing. 
They, were Lloyd P. Stryker, whom 
M.. Coolidge chose for the Southern 
District, ‘and Alfred A. Wheat, who 
had been famed by Mr. Coolidge for 
the Eastern District. Mr. Wheat, 
however, was aominated today to be 
a justice .of the Supreme Court of | 
the District: of Columbia. 


Protest on Caffey Unheeded.

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HELEN MORGAN FREE; 
IN TEARS AT VERDICT 


Cleared in. Club Liquor Case 
Without Taking Stahd and 
After Calling One Witness. 


JURY IS OUT THREE HOURS 


Defense Decries Dry Methods 
While. Prosecutor Says ‘Of 
Course Agents Had to Lie.’ 


Helen :Morgan,' actress and ‘night 
club entertainer; was acquittéd last 
night'by a jury before Federal Judge 
Edwin’ S. Thomas of a charge-of 
maintaining a common. . nuisance 
under the national prohibition act 
at Helen Morgan’s Summer Home, 
184 West Fifty-second Street. Miss 
Morgan did not take the. stand in 
her own behalf, nor did the single 
witness called by the defense attempt 
to refute any of the testimony of- 
fered by government witnesses. 

-The jurors retired at 4:35 P. M., 
deliberated until about.7.P. M., when 
‘they went out for dinner. They re- 
sumed their deliberations at 8:15 and 
rapped ‘on the jury ‘room door, 
signifying they had arrived at a ver- 
dict, &t 8:55 P.-M. Their actual de- 
liberations lasted three hours, apd. 
five minutes. > 

’ The first ballot, it was said, stood 
eight to four for acquittal. At 7 P.M. 
‘only one juror was holding out for 
conviction. 


Defendant Ories at Verdict. 


Miss Morgan. .was pale and trem- 
bling ‘when ‘the jury cathe in. When 
she heard the verdict she seemed 
about to faint. She regained partial 
control of herself and. then, begin: 
ning to cry softly, she was soon 
weeping unrestrainedly.. Her only 
comment’ was: 

“T- don’t want to think any more 
about it.” 

The court room was quickly cleared. 
There was no demonstration, as only 
a comparatively few persons had 
been able to produce. the credentials 
required to get into the Federal 
Building after closiig hours. Judge 
Thomas seemed puzzled by the ver- 
dict anc cupped his hand to. his ear 
after it had been announced: Special 
Deputy United States Attorney Les- 
lie Salter, who prosecuted the. case, 
seemed disappointed and. mildly .sur- 
prised. J. Arthur Adler; Miss Mor- 
gan’s attorney, showed his pleasure 
and issued a statement that. such .a 
verdict had been expected: and was 
just. 


Defense Calls One Witness. 


Miss Morgan’s failure to. take the 
stand in her own behalf was a dis- 
tinct surprise. As late as yesterday 
morning Mr. Adler had said she 
would ‘certainly’ testify, and that 
two or more Aaclitional witnesses 
would be called by the defense. _In- 
-stead: of following out .this an- 
nounced ‘program, however, her at- 
torney ‘called’ only one witness, 
manager. who.testified that, she had 
never’ been’ other than a salaried em- 
ploye at any night club. 

The defense did not attempt, 
through ‘witnesses, to refute a single 
charge made on the stand against 
Miss Morgan by the two Federal pro-

ACT MEETS SETBACK HERE 
Measure Is. Quickly Cleared of 
Selling Wine to Policemen. 


Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, April 18.— The

This law makes violation of ‘the 


‘| Volstead act a felony, punishable by 


not.more than five.years’ imprison- 
ment and not more than $10,000 fine. 
The prosecutors are advised to use it 
with discretion and in minor cases 
to employ. ‘the. earlier law . which 
makes a’ minor ‘violation ‘a misde- 
meanor. 


Text of Order to Prosecutors. 


The order, issued under the date 
of March 23 and accompanied by a 
copy of the Jones law, in’ ‘a letter 
signed by Mrs. Mabel Walker ‘Wille- 
brandt, Assistant Attorney General 
in-charge of © prohibition’~ enforce- 
ment,’ was as follows: a 

“You will note that by virtue of the 
prison sentences authorized by that 
act the offenses of illegal manufac- 
ture, sale, transportation, importa- 
tion and exportation of intoxicating 
liquor under’ the national prohibition 
act have been raised to the status of 
felonies) arid therefore if committed 
after the passage of the act may be 
prosecuted ‘only upon an indictment 
or presentment by a grand jury. 

“If committed prior to the. act, 
such offenses are subject to the same 
penalties and may be prosecuted in 
the same manner as though the act 
had not been passed. [Section 13, Re- 
vised Statutes; Great Northern Rail- 
way Company vs. United States, 208 
U.S. 452; Hertz, collector, ys. Wood- 
man, 218 U.'S, 205; 216; De:¥our vs) 
United States (C. C. A: 9th); 260 Fed. 
596, 599.7] 

“All other offenses under. the na- 
tional prohibition act, including’ first 
and second offenses of possession of 
intoxicating. liquor, maintenance . of 
a common nuisance, violation of the 
terms of a permit, and the making 
of a false record, report or affidavit 
required by Title II, remain misde- 
meanors and may be prosecuted, as 
heretofore, by criminal’ information. 


Would Creat Public Confidence. 


“In order that this new legislation 
may, be given a fair test, it ,is sug- 
gested that you use a wise discretion 
as to the character of cases in which 
you seek indictments for violations 
coming within its purview. Only 
good, strong cases involving commer- 
cialism should be made the basis for 
these’ initial tests. : 

‘Isolated violations, cases in which 
the evidence: renders conviction 
doubtful, and cases in which the of- 
fenses are of such minor character 
as do not in your judgment warrant 
more than a tweéeive months” sen- 
tence, should, if practicable, be prose- 
cuted by criminal) information upon 
a charge of ‘possession, common 
nuisance or other’ misdemeanor 
charge under the national: prohibi- 
tion act. 

“Your discretion in these ‘matters 
should, however, be carefully exe>- 
cised with | a.view to the best inter- 
ests of justice and the creation in. the 
public mind of a confidence ir ‘the 
effectiveness of the new law as an 
enforcement’ measure.‘’ ;

The 
conference, for instance, may reduce 
the armament of some States and 
limit that of others, The view of 
most of the delegates is that their 
present work is merely to provide 
methods of disarmament, leaving the 
conference to decide whether to re- 
duce or limit, or both or neither.

The Russians and Turks argued to- 
day that there was no hope of reduc- 
tion in this method, since no State 
would admit that its existing arma- 
ment exceeded its minimum needs 
and since the tripower naval] con- 
ference showed that no State would 
let any international body decide for 
it the figure it deemed necessary for 
its individual security.

It has left a long twilight, an eerie 
gray light which almost imperceptibly 
fades into night, and this light will 
be with us in the middle of the day 
for some time. 

And it is curious that our sunset 
is in the north now and that in the 
south, where the golden rays used to 
light the rolling Barrier surface, is 
the grim black line of approaching | 
night.

Barrier Crack Grows Near Camp. 


We have been interested the last 
few days in a crack which appeared 
some time ago in the Barrier north 
of the camp. The’ general line of 
the camp is east ahd west, and the 
Barrier, after a sweep north and 
then east, turns northward for about 
thirteen miles. 

This crack appeared first during an 
easterly storm and then was only a 
few inches wide and. about three 
hundred yards iong.* It has now 
widened a few inches, but has not 
become perceptibly longer. It is 
about half way up the slope of the 
hill to the north and only a short 
distance from camp. _.. 

Its general direction is east and 
west, but the western end turns after 
crossing‘ a trail and heads toward 
the camp for a short distance before 
closing. Commander Byrd is under 
the impression that it is a contrac- 
tion crack, common to ice fields 
such as we are living on. 

An attempt has been made to plumb 
it, but the,line gost down only about 
forty feet, “indicating. that it nar-| 
rowed at the bottom and that the; 
greatest contraction is at the. top, 
where the temperature is lowest.

SHANGHAI UTILITY SALE 
TO CLEAR.CITY DEBT 


Officials Hope to Have All Paid 
by 1937 Through Americans’ 
$50,000,000 Parchase.

SHANGHAI, April 18.— When the 
Shanghai taxpayers at the annual 
meeting yesterday unanimously 
voted to empower the municipal 
council to sell the city’s electricity 
department they opened the way to 
one of the largest investments of 
foreign capital in China. The coun- 
cil had recommended the sale of the 
plant to the American and Foreign 
Power. Company, and though the 
actual deed has not yet been signed, 
it remains onty for the American 
company and the council to agree on 
the terms of payment and contract 
before the company actually assumes 
control, Their bid was for 81,000,000 
taels (about $50,000,000). 

While the final terms of the sale 
have not been announced, it is safe 
to say that the general particulars in 
this connection, as published by the 
council, are accurate; namely, that 
the payment shall be spread over five 
years, dating from Jan. 1, this year, 
thus preventing exchange market 
disturbances. About 36,000,000 taels 
(about $22,212,000) have been ear- 
marked by the council for the re- 
demption of such loans as are re- 
deemable by Dec. 31, 1933, the pur- 
chaser to provide all the amounts on 
this sum requisite for interest and 
amortization. 

The council anticipates that, 
through the sale, all Shanghai’s 
debts will be paid by 1937.

Rescue Boat Overloaded.

British Society by 3 to 1 Proportion 
Votes Against Sport.

LONDON, April 18.—By a propor- 
tion of almost three to one the mem- 
bers of the .Royal. Society. for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals de- 
cided in favor of the prohibition of 
stag hunting. The society is one of 
the -wealthiest organizations of its 
kind in the world and includes hun- 
dreds of stag hunters among. its 
members. A public outcry against 
the cruelty of this sport. was raised 
last year when a stag, driven into 
the sea, was rescued by French fish- 
ermen, who refused to land on the 
English shore only for the stag to 
be torn to death by the hounds.

In a few days 
I would have swamped Germany and 
occupied Berlin and Munich without 
a blow being struck. 

“This is the essential fact which 
dominates all others. The armistice 
had put Germany in such a position 
that it could not refuse to accept all 
the demands of the allies. If these 
demands were, in so far as we were 
concerned, insufficient, badly estab- 
lished and badly coordinated, it was 
certainly not the fault of the armi- 
stice or. of those who fixed its con- 
ditions.’’ 

It is to this posthumous attack 
that M. Clemenceau has been moved 
to reply, though much against his 
will. .

| him. 





Urges Appeal to Wilson. 

It was on Oct. 21, when Chateau- 
Thierry, St. Mihiel and the Argonne 
| were history, that Clemericeau, ac- 
cording to M. Recouly’s story, after 
| having already’ spoken to Marshal 
Foch on the subject, sent the Mar- 
|shal a letter insisting that if his pa- 
| tient methods with General Pershing 
| failed to yield results he should not 
| hesitate for a moment to appeal to 
President Wilson. 

Marshal Foo® is said to have re- 
plied that to have done this would 
have been to tilt, like Don Quixote. 
with a lance against windmills. 

“Tt was not at all certain that Pres- 
ident Wilson would have acceded, 
without difficulty to my demand 
and thus have sacrificed rshing.’’ 
Marshal Foch told M. Recouly. ‘‘If, 
‘after that incident—with which he 
would naturally have been acquaint- 
| ed—General Pershing had been kept 
at his post he would without doubt 
have been more stubborn than ever. 

“Even supposing he had been re- 
placed, hig successor would have 
needed .time to get in touch with 
everything. We would have gained 
nothing by the change and it is quite 
probable that we would. have lost 
something. That was my opinion. 


Satisfied With Own Methods. 


“T was convinced,’’ M. Recouly 
quotes .Marshal Foch as_ saying, 
“that my method of commanding; 
based upon persuasion much more 
than, on severity, was a. good one, 
the only good: one, and I remained 
resolved to carry it out to the end.”’ 

Marshal Foch in his written reply 
to Premier Clemenceau gave him a. 
detailed but brief picture of the dis- 
tribution of the American forces. Of 
thirty divisions then fit for combat 
ten were divided among the allied 
forces and the other twenty. formed 
an autonomous army under General 
werehing & orders.

Resolution Defines District. 


The- resolution, adopted.on motion 
of. Mayor Walker, defines a so-called 
retail district thus: 

‘“‘The same regulations and restric- 
tions shall apply as are provided for 
business districts except that no 
manufacturing or treatment of prod- 
ucts’ shall be Carried on’ other than 
such as are incidental to the control 
of. a retail business conducted on the 

remises, or such other manufactur- 
ing as is now permitted in a busi- 
ness district, provided that in such 


lother manufacturing no more than 5 


per cent of the total floor space in 
the building is so used.”’ 

The -restriction,-of course, is. not 
retroactive and can ‘be ‘applied ‘only 
to future business operations. 

As adopted the district extends 
from Twenty-third. Street north on 
both sides of Madison Avenue to a 
point just north of Thirty-first 
Street, thence east to’ Park Avenue,

Mrs. Smith, Semi-Invalid, Believes 
He Died: of Bright’s Disease.

CLEVELAND, April 19.—Although 
her husband, Arthur Morgan Smith, 
Cleveland manufacturer, died a week 
ago after receiving a violent blow in 
the face as he stood near a fashion- 
able New York hotel, -Mrs.° Lois 
Smith tonight still believed that he 
had died of natural causes in a New 
York hospital. 

Mrs. Smith has been a semi-invalid 
ever since a stroke six. years ago 
and relatives said tonight they had 
kept all newspaper stories of be 
tragedy from her.

Illinois Central Head Says Our 
Commerce With Southern 
‘Neighbors Is Secure. 


WILLARD LAUDS RAILROADS 


Delegates See Baltimore Harbor Fa- 
cilities as Guests of the Com- 
merce Association. 


From a Staff Correspondent of The New 
York Times. 

BALTIMORE, April 18.—The poten- 
tialities of Latin America for United 
States foreign trade were stressed 
here today at the convention of the 
National Foreign Trade Council, with 
two striking contrasts on the oulook 
for the immediate future. 

Lawrence A. Downs, president of 
the Illinois Central Railroad system, 
told the 2,000 convention delegates 
gathered from all parts of the world 
that Latin America offered greater 
promise for development of United 
States foreign trade than any other 
business region. He spoke in an 
optimistic vein and recited the deep 
interest displayed in the future of 
that trade by the Mississippi Valley 
because of the many products this 
area exchanged with republics to the 
south. 

John Barrett, former director gen- 
eral of the Pan American Union and 
now chairman of the International 
Pan-American committee, introduced 
a note of sharp discord in a state- 
ment issued after the session. Mr. 
Barrett agreed on the magnitude of 
Latin-American trade potentialities 
fully, but he declares that they 
were threatened by the possibility 
of new tariff schedules sponsored in 
part at least in behalf of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley region. 


Sees Danger of Reprisals. 


He issued a warning that adoption 
by the special session of Congress of 
tariff schedules that might offend 
Latin-American republics, particu- 
larly on sugar and other agricultural 
products, might produce a storm of 
reprisals to injure the growth of for- 
eign trade with Latin America. 

The Latin-American republics, he 
said, are keeping a careful eye on the 
special session and the administra- 
tion would do well to give full con- 
sideration to the possible interna- 
tional consequences of the program 
of tariff revision and farm relief. 

Danield Willard, president of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, addressed 
the delegates on the part played by 
the railroads in sponsoring foreign 
trade. 

Lindsay Crawford, Irish Free State 
Trade Commissioner, urged the ex- 
porters to deal directly through their 
own agents in the Free State in de- 
veloping their business rather than 
through British agents. 

Other speakers were Lynn W. 
Meekins, United States commercial 
attaché at Ottawa, who discussed 
the details of United States trade 
with the Dominion; M. J. Falken- 
burg, president of the Falkenburg 
Trading Company of Seattle, who 
spoke on Oriental trade, and Everett 
Frazur of Yokohama, who related 
some of his experiences in his many 
years of handling foreign trade in 
Japan. 

Los Angeles was chosen for the 
convention next year. Although it is 
expected to be held in June, a defi- 
nite date will be fixed later.

Traces Expansion to Loans. 


Mr. Mitchell outlined his views in 
a special editior of the National City 
Bank’s Bulletin, which is usually is- 
sued at the first of the month. He 
traced the expansion in the loans and 
investments of. the \banks (of. the 
United States from $55,450,000,000 to 
$58,266,000,000, an increase of 5.1 per 
cent, from the end of 1927 to the end 
of 1928, and the extraordinary growth 
in brokers’ loans, and recounted the 
Federal Reserve policies which in the 
Summer of 1927 brought about cheap 
| credit here 1 order to assist inthe 
| stabilization of internstional cur- 
rencies. 
| ‘‘The Federal Reserve Banks nave 
been subjected to severe criticism,’ 
ihe said. ‘‘We do not pass on the 
wisdom of their action, but the effect 
of it we must récognize as an in- 
cipient cause ,of the overexpansion 
which now threatens the stability 
and credit of buziness.’’ 

Quoting from the reports of the 
Controller. of . the Currency from 
June 30, 1923, ‘to June 30, 1928, Mr. 
Mitchell said that. the total of louns, 
discounts and investiénts had in- 
creased $5,405,000,000, in the five- 
year period, in the face of a decrease 
of $100,000,000 in commercial paper 
and United States Government 3éc- 
urities, and he emphasized the ian- 
ger in such a preponderance of %ank 
credit going into assets that are uot 
eligible for rediscount at the Ted- 
eral. Reserve banks. 

Mr. Mitchell declared that it was 
dangerous to comment on the level of 
stock prices and that he had no in- 
tention of saying whether it was too 
high or too low. He declared that it 
was not within the province of the 
Federal Reserve Banks to regulate 
stock prices and that the Federal Re- 
serve authorities themselves had re- 
peatedly disclaimed any intention of 
so doing. 

“If the stock price level “had in- 
creased without any undue enlar e- 
ment of the credit structure,’ e 
said, ‘‘there would be no grounds for 
complaint, no matter how high stock 
peers might 'gow..In other words, so

2. A continuance of the present Re- 
serve Board policy of restricting the 
use of Federal Reserve credit to the 
sole use of trade and industry with 
warnings and threats to member 
banks that rediscounting privileges 
will be refused when lending on col- 
lateral can be shown to, be the cause 
for rediscount, this policy being fol- 
lowed in the expectation that the in- 
troduction of fear in the situation 
will bring about liquidation in the 
spelled speculative markets with a 

current gradual reduction of the 
volume of credit required by these 
markets. This may be termed the 
‘middle ground.” 

3. The establishment of a policy of 
aggressive control of the general 
credit structure in which ‘loans for 
the account of others’’ would be con- 
sidered an integral part through an 
ageressive and decisive use of the 
controlling instrument given to the 
Federal Reserve authorities by the 
law, namely, the discount rate, the 


necessary, repeatedly, until this total 
volume of credit could be brought 
under control, when the rate could 
be lowered commensurate with the 
réduced volume ‘of credit;' Thissmay

After reviewing in. detail the prob- du 


able effects of each of these three 
suggested remedies, Mr. Mitchell 
summed up as follows: 

“We have, first, the easy money 
course, which must be characterized 
as the height of folly: ‘second. the 
middle course, which has some 
things to recommend it, but which 
also carries with it so much uncer- 
tainty that there is not only no as- 
surance but positi.. doubt that the 
situation can be saved in time, and 
lastly, there is. the resort to higher 
discount rates, which,’ though sound, 
is yet faulty in its effectiveness owing 
to the cumbersome machinery of the 
system which renders prompt and 
courageous decisions difficult of 
adoption.”’

By way of demonstrating that any- 
thing is possible once you put a se- 
rious mind to it, the Yankees, after 
being balked on two successive days, 
finally managed to open the major 
league baseball season for New York 
at the Yankee Stadium yesterday 
‘afternoon. It was not exactly the 
sort of inaugural the world’s cham- 
pions would have preferred to put 
on, but inasmuch as two days al- 
ready had been wasted something 
‘had to be done, and the Yanks long 
‘since have established the fact that 
‘when there is something to be done 
they usually do it. 

It was cold, bitter and gray, and 
not all of the 50,000 who were ex- 
pected to attend were present. Only 
40,000 attended, and in this gather- 
ing there was not to be found Mayor 
Walker. This in itself was sufficient 
to put the inaugural under a seri- 
ous handicap, and yet in spite of 
all this the afternoon offered much 
to make it an eventful one. 

The Yanks spanked the Red Sox 
soundly, 7 to 3, Babe Ruth smashed 
his first home run of the season in 
his first time at bat in the first in- 
ning, and Lou Gehrig decided to lose 
no ground whatever in this year’s 
home run derby, by belting his first 
circuit smash five innings later. It 
was the first time since 1923 that 
the Babe had hit a homer in the 
opening game. 

Players March to Fiagpole. 

Promptly at 3 o’clock the inaug- 
ural ceremonies got under way, and 
if they were a trifle perfunctorv 
they at least had the redeeming qual- 
ity of moving along swiftly. With 
the opening blast of the Seventh 
Regiment Band the Sox hustled out 
of their dugout and formed in dress 
parade behind the band. The Yanks 
courteously filed in behind, and with 
Commisssioner K. M. Landis and 
Ernest Barnard, American League 
president, at the head, the proces- 
sion marched out to the flagpole in 
centre field. 

There, while the band played the 
national anthem, the American flaz 
and the world’s championship ban- 
ner were unfurled, and then all 
hands returned to the plate, where 
Commissioner Landis presented each 
member of the Yankee cast with a 
world’s series emblem, a diamond- 
studded wrist watch, and bestowed 
upon each of the Red Sox a gracious 
smile. 

At this point Jack Dempsey 
stepped briskly down an aisle to 
find his seat in a neutral corner, 
and then attention switched to Col- 


onel Jacob Ruppert’s box alongside |* 


the Yankee dugout, where President 
of the Board of Alderman Joseph 
McKee, acting for Mayor Walker, 
— poised to toss out the first 
all. 

The next moment the ball sailed 
out on the playing field and the sea- 
son was on. Doubtless this is all 
most of the crowd had come out 
to see, and it is quite likely that 
most of the gathering would eagerly 
~have ducked right out again were 
it not for the fact that no show can 
— be a flop with the Babe in the 
cast. . 


Ruth Stages Dramatic Act. 


The game had advanced scarcely 
five minutes when Ruth staged his 
first dramatic act of the champion- 
ship campaign. After George Pip- 
gras had effaced the Sox with some 
difficulty but without any runs, 
Charlie Ruffing, the Boston pitcher, 
was getting along very nicely in the 
lower half of the first inning by 
retiring Combs on strikes and Koe- 
nig on a fly, when the Babe crossed 
his trail. 

The Babe acted like a man with 
@ very serious piece of business to 
pee He ran the count up to 

o and two and then lined a terrific 
smash into the left field stand, 402 
feet away, for his first homer of the 

year. As he rounded second base 
Ae doffed his cap with a great flour- 
ish in the direction of a box behind 
third base, where, huddled in furs, 
sat his bride of two days, the for- 
mer Mrs. Claire Hodgson. 

Pipgras managed to cling to his 
one-run margin until the third, when 
a single by Rothrock and two passes 
suddenly filled the bases. Out of 
this big opportunity the Sox got one 
run by smacking into a double plav, 
and another tally when Regan hit 
a clean single. 

In ‘the fourth Ruffing cautiously 
passed both Ruth and Gehrig, only 
sto have Meusel smash a double down 
the right field line to tie the score.

At 2:15 P. M. there 
scarcely was a soul on the premises 
except the red-coated ushers and the 
band. But once the word passed 
around that the Yanks really meant 
to open the season there was a grand 
rush for the gates, and half an hour 
later there were more than 20,000 


in the stands. The crowd was still 
pouring in when the game began. 


There is never anything half meas- 
ure about the way Colonel Ruppert 
does things. When he built the Sta- 
dium he gave baseball the biggest 
arena of its kind in the world. And 
when he decided to number his play- 
ers he got them the largest numerals 
that money could buy and still fit 
on a baseball uniform. The num- 
bers proved an unqualified success. 
They are clearly discernible to: the 
naked eye. 

In the event any one needs the 
information, Babe Ruth is No. 
It is now expected he will make ‘‘3”’ 
as famous as the ‘‘77’’ Red Grange 
wore at Illinois. 


At that, the Babe ran second for 
the crowd’s attention. During the 
early preliminaries the crowd fo- 
cused its eyes on Box 173, where 
sat Mrs. Babe Ruth.

The President has insisted upon 
the right. standards in the selection 
of Federal judges for New York. 
These offices have too long been 
regarded mérely as “places” to be 
filled by politicians, What the effect 
of that theory has been on the Fed- 
eral bench of this district- we have 
melancholy evidence now before our 
eyes.

The Senate 
would hardly leave the field of in- 
vestigation altogether to the House, 
and the Senate has already taken a 
hand in a different spirit from Mr. 
Reip’s. In February it adopted 
without a dissenting vote a resolu- 
tion asking the Reserve Board to 
give ‘information and suggestions ” 
as to how “illegitimate and harmful 
speculation ” might be prevented. 
Thus it might easily happen that 
the Congressional inquiry, as Mr. 
PuJO said of the resolutions for the 
Money Trust investigation of 1912, 
would “ open a Pandora’s box.” This 
does not by any means signify that 
the inquiry under such. circum- 
stances would be useless. Probably 
most people are unaware that the 
Money Trust committee itself, futile 
as it was in achieving the results 





portant matter. He could not do 
otherwise if he were to be sincere | 
and consistent. For in his inaugural 
address, where he spoke of the need | 
of looking into and bettering our | 
national system of jurisprudence,.he 
distinctly gave the country to un- 
derstand that he would be ready to 
do. everything within the power of 
the President to tone up_ judicial 
procedure. The best way to do that 
is to tone up the judges. Competent, 
independent, fearless and hardwork- 
ing judges on the Federal bench— 
and the same thing is even more 
true of our State courts—could do 
more than any other single thing.to 
remove popular complaints about the 
law’s delays and labyrinthine in- 
tricacies, and the uncertainties of 
justice. The most direct way to re- 
form the courts is to reform the 
methods of appointing judges. 

Mr. HOOVER has met successfully 
the test left him by President COooL- 
IDGE. The latter, on the eve of his 
retirement,.sent in the names of four 
excellent men; whom he nominated, 
much to the exasperation and dis- 
gust of New York politicians, both 
Republican ‘and Democratic. The 
Senate refused to.act, in the short 
time left to it, so that the question 
was sharply put up to Mr. HOOVER. 
He has answered it in complete dis- 
regard of the ordinary political con- 
siderations, It is known that swarms 
of candidates were placed before 
him by the party organization, here 
in this county and in Brooklyn. No 
end of good. Republican workers 
Were, as the Western phrase used 
to be, “out for the ermine.” But 
the President has acted only on the 
advice of the Attorney General, of 
bar associations and of other dis- 
tinguished and impartial sponsors 
for the new judges. 

-'Two-of the men chosen by Presi- 
dent COOLIDGE are not on the list 
submitted by Hoover. One of them, 
Mr. WHEAT, was found to be techni- 
cally ineligible, as not having a resi- 
dence in this district, but has now 
been nominated as a judge of the 
Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia. Renaming Mr. Wootsey 
and Mr. CAFFEY, the President had 
to make two new selections, Mr. Coxe 
and Mr. GALSTON, both of whom are 
spoken of in the highest terms, who 
have. the added credentials of an en- 
raged Republican Congressman who 
said of them that he was “too mad 
to be quoted.” Political leaders may 
be disappointed and mad, but the 
rest of the: community will highly 
applaud the judicial nominations 
which President HOOVER has made.

SENATE AND HOUSE. 


There is something blessed and 
Mesopotamian in the sound of “ ex 
port certificate debentures.” This 
is the ‘euphonious plan of certain 
Western Senators for farm relief 
One good thing brings on another. 
More ‘delicious even than the Sen- 
ate variety of farm relief is the 
response of some of “ the great con- 
stitutional lawyers” to Representa- 
tive SNELL’s perfidious and illusory 
argument that, since the debentures 
are to be paid out of custom re- 
ceipts, a bill for the purpose must 
originate in the House, as_ the 
Constitution directs. 

The constitutional phrase is “ all 
bills for raising revenue.” ‘ Ah!” 
cry the expounders in the most au- 
gust assembly on earth, “in ventur- 
“ing on debenturing we are spend- 
“ing, not raising, revenue.” Who 
would have thought that such play- 
ful quibbling on the meaning of 
“revenue,” i. e., money raised by 
Federal taxation, including the rais- 
ing of bountiful crops of votes, could 
come from the majestic lips of the 
contemporary Madisons, Jays and 
Hamiltons? It is good for Sena- 
torial health that those grave cheeks 
should crinkle now and then into 
smiles; but it seems sacrilegious for 
the very movers of this platonic 
scheme of farm relief to speak of it 
as one to decrease or “ dissipate” 
revenue. 

Apparently, the \ Répbndicans in 
the House stand with Mr. Hoover on 
farm relief. Certain Republican and 
Progressive Senators stand by them- 
selves. Democratic Senators can 
make nothing for their party by 
fomenting this division of opinion, 
and the Senate as a whole cannot 
afford to lose any more prestige by 
combating the House as well as the 
President and using the old tactics 
of declamation and delay. Mr. SNELL 
must be speaking merely in formal 
defense of a constitutional grant of 
right or power’to the House that in 
practice. amounts to little.

“NEWS” BY RADIO, 

Responsibility of news gathering 
is stressed by the Supreme Court of 
the District of Columbia in denying 
an injunction against newspapers ‘Dy 
the National Radio Press Associa- 
tion, ‘Inc. This newly formed organ- 
ization appealed from the decision 
of the Federal Radio Commission 
assigning forty wave-lengths to the 


‘newspaper press of the country, first 


on the ground, later abandoned, that 
since the commission has only three 
members instead of the limit of five, 
it. is functioning ‘illegally, and, -sec- 
ond, that news gathering by radio 
should have equal consideration with 
the newspapers. Many pleasing pros- 
pects were held out. by the organiza- 
tion. If given the wave-lengths it 
demanded it would gather news. and 
disseminate it in “ chatty” style, far 
superior to the accounts in the daily 
press.. It would develop an “ entirely 
new”. method suited to the radio 
audience, which in ten years had 
reached a total of over 400,000,000 
people, as contrasted with the 37,- 
972,592 persons .whom—it alleged— 
the daily press has assembled in the 
space of a hundred years. 

The court held that the petitioner 
was not a press association, and re- 
marked that, since the wave-length 
allocations are for one year only, no 
lasting damage will be done in that 
period should the court’s reasoning 
be erroneous. But though the court 
did not say so, the weight of its de- 
cision apparently turned on the ques- 
tion of responsibility for news. There 
is a great difference between a num- 
ber of newspapers, or a newspaper 
staff, assembled for the exchange, 
transmission and presentation of 
news in the physical form of print 
and the association which asked for 
the injunction. The news item in 
the newspaper is a permanent rec- 
ord; if false, it reacts upon its 
origin; if libelous: or scandalous, 


there is a physical ownership and; 


property from. which to seek redress. 
The radio news item is a vibration 
in the-air, without record, without 
visible responsibility, without that 
incentive to. accuracy that comes 
with print. It is no reflection on the 
intent of those who formed the radio 
association to point out that it is 
the habit of man to be more certain 
of the fact he sets down in script 


_| Or print than of the report he merely 


repeats. 
Within the next few years there 
will be a natural and welcome ex- 


“| pansion of the radio. But for a new

CLEANING UP ALL OUTDOORS. 


When the gentle breezes of April 
begin to blow, the litter and dust of 
Winter do yot remain decently in 
their corners. They get into the 
eyes and nose and mouth of every 
one on the streets; and when April 
breezes develop into gales, as they 


have been doing, chunks a half inch 


around sail along in midair and al- 


most cause bruises when they collide 


with an exposed pedestrian. Sub- 
urbanites are already at their clean- 
up jobs in yards and walks. City 
people are now asked to cooperate 
with the Committee of Twenty on 
Street and Outdoor Cleanliness in 


order to make New York streets and 


sidewalks tidy. 

The Academy of Medicine and a 
dozen civic organizations are behind 
the committee, which had a confer- 
ence yesterday afternoon with the 
Police Commissioner and the heads 
of various other interested city de- 
partments. No one present could be 


ignorant of the distressing conditions

at present. The Spring whirlwinds 
carry not only such moderately clean 
litter as discarded newspapers and 
inverted umbrellas, but refuse of a 
kind which is nauseating to think 
of. Many householders and shop- 
keepers are careless in setting their 
refuse containers out with no covers. 
In these days of high winds the side- 
walks quickly become cluttered with 
grapefruit rinds and orange peels, 
and the air is redolent of garbage. 
The Street Cleaning Department 
does not set residents an invariably 
good example, for carts containing 
ashes, garbage and other refuse are 
frequently seen meandering about 
uncovered. Expectorating on the 
sidewalk is apparently more the rule 
than the exception. No one seems 
to object enough to this filthy habit 
to do anything about it, though 
every one knows it is dangerous to 
health as well as disgusting. There 
may be a connection between the 
prevalence of the habit and the fact 
that last year New York City’s 
death rate for tuberculosis went up. 

The unhappy state of sidewalks is 
not due to a lack of laws covering 
the case. People know and will 
admit if they are asked that they 
should not throw papers or banana 
peels in the streets. They see every 
day notices forbidding spitting ‘in

Rican 
sugar are imported duty free into 
the United States in greater volume 
than Philippine sugar. This fact has 
been carefully kept in the back- 
ground.

THE UNIVERSITY OF VIRGINIA'S 
FIRST PRESIDENT. 








“THOMAS JEFFERSON was the first 


“Rector” of the University of Vir- 
ginia, but not until 1904 did it have 
a President. It was long adminis- 
tered by the faculty and its chair- 
man, under the direction of “the 
Board of Visitors” and its Rector. 
JEFFERSON designed a collection of 
schools, each gathered about a pro- 
fessor—a plan of organization to 
which, in modified form, the great 
universities are looking today. But 
the adfhinistrative affairs of the col- 
lective institution grew in scope and 
complexity, till the need of an ex- 
ecutive office became imperative, 
and the choice fell upon one already 
known throughout the South as the 
evangel of public education, Dr. 
EDWIN A. ALDERMAN. 

When still a young man, he and 
CHARLES DUNCAN MCIVER went up 
and down the State of North Caro- 
lina proclaiming the need and duty 
of the Commonwealth to give an 
education to every child, ‘‘ whatever 
its class or color,” within its bor- 
ders. He said of himself many years 
later that the first vote he ever 
cast was for the public school, that 
the first dollar he ever earned was 
in the public school and that no joy 
had come into his life comparable 
with that of associating himself 
with this sort of service to the pub- 
lic. He held that the universities 
must also interest themselves in the 
things which concern the people, no 
matter how homely or prosaic— 
“the negro’s cabin, the factory 
“child, the village library, the prices 
“current, the home, the field, the 
“shop.” The old idea that it was 
the duty of the State to care for the 
university was in his administration 
turned about, making it the pri- 
mary duty of the university to care 
for the State. The University of 
Virginia under his inspiring leader- 
ship during these twenty-five years 
has come to be more than a “se- 
“cluded nursery for the production 
“of scholars:and gentlemen.’ It 
still performs that function, but it 
has come to be an institution to 
which all the people of the State 
may look for practical instruction 
and guidance. 

Democracy in America has in 
these years had no voice more elo- 
quent and appealing than that of 
the first President of the university 
of which THOMAS JEFFERSON was 
the father. Dr. ALDERMAN has not 
only lengthened JEFFERSON’s institu- 
tional shadow but has put one be- 
side it which will broaden it down 
through the years. The gift of 
$5,000,000 which came to the univer- 
sity last year is a substantial recog- 
nition of his administrative genius. 
But he has done more than enlarge 
and improve JEFFERSON’Ss institution; 


It is difficult to see how 
the American Government could dis- 
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ers’ conference, Governor ROOSEVELT 
indicated his intention to sign the 
multiple -dwellings ‘bill, which has 
been the centre of a heated con- 
troversy for months past. ‘This will 
relieve the minds of the many ad- 
vocates, of that measure who have| one 
worked night and day, first, so to 
frame the new bill. that. it. might 
have the support necessary to. as- 
sure its passage in the Legislature, 
and, second, to persuade the Gover- 
nor that the résult of their efforts 
was worthy of his approval. It was 
attacked by those who hold that the 
sky shouid be the limit on the towers 
of Manhattan, by the City Adminis- 
tration onthe specious ground that 
it interfered with ‘“ home rule” and 
by a zealous. group of settlement 
‘workers aggrieved because the re- 
lief afforded to the dwellers in the 
old-law tenements was not all that 
they desired. That this small group 
did not represent the sentiments of 
the majority was demonstrated by 
the informal vote which the Gover- 
nor himself took in the course of his 
address. 

Though it represents a great ad- 
vance over present methods of reg- 
ulation and control, the multiple 
dwellings act is no millennial meas- 
ure. ‘There is plenty of room for im- 
provement in standards, and of op- 
portunity for those who believe in 
that improvement to make their 
views known as the months go by 
and the new régime is put to the 
test of actual experience. Regulation, 
moreover, is only a part of the prob- 
lem of tenement-house reform. One 
of the reasons why the commission 
was unwilling to take’ more drastic 
action with regard to the old-law 
tenements was that their abolition 
would not solve the problem of find- 
ing shelter elsewhere for those who 
now dwell in them. This is primarily 
a question of housing rather than of 
reform in the law. It places an ob- 
ligation on those interested in slum 
clearance and improved. accommoda- 
tions, particularly for the lower 
class of wage earners now compelled 
to live in the rookeries of the east 
side, to gird themselves to new ef- 
forts, in order that New York may 
yet rid herself of this ancient shame.

LOOKING AHEAD. 


Veto of Park Concourse Measure 
Evokes a Traffic Remedy. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Now that the Governor has vetoed 
the Kinney bill to build a grand con- 
course through Van Cortlandt Park, 
it may. be well to discuss the situa- 
tion in readiness for new attacks on 
this or other parks, for the informa- 
tion of careless legislators and to 
find the real remedy for the traffic 
difficulty which this new. concourse 
was intended to overcome. 

There is no need, even if it were 
practicable, which it is not, to pro- 
long the*Concourse in any direction, 
especially through the park. The 
Concourse was originally designed, 
with much forethought, to collect 
traffic from: various parts of the 
city, to give it an unimpeded north 
and south route for two or three 
miles and allow. it to distribute itself 
at convenient points of access to the 
country beyond. In those early days 
the lower part of Westchester County 
was really the country. It is so no 
longer, but its place is or will» be 
taken by five’ superb parkways 
spreading toward the nagrth and 
Connecticut liké the fingers of a 
hand. It is into these five 
north and ‘south highways and their 
numerous branches that the traffic 
should distribute itself. It ‘should 
not be confined to one concourse, 
however grand, that runs into one 
parkway and that one to the far

4s composed of the Justices. of ;the 
Supreme Court,.the Chancellor and 
six Ilay...judges......The..law...provides|, 
that no member who has” been con- 
nected with a case prior to the ap- 
peal shall vote when the case comes 
before the. court. Because of this 


provision three members of the court 
did not vote. They were Chancello: 
Edwin R. Walker, who had denied 
requests from the Legislature that he 
take the case from Vice Chancellor 
Fallon; Supreme Court Justice Clar- 
ence E. Case, who was a member of 
the committee when it sought to pun- 
ish Hague, and Joseph A. Dear, a 
lay judge, who is publicly hostile to 
Hague, Justice Joseph L.. Bodine 
also refrained from voting. 

This left the court with twelve out 
of sixteen members. When the ques- 
tion was considered, the court was 
equally divided, and for want of a 
majority for reversal, it affirmed the 
Vice Chancellor's decision. 


McAllister for Federal Appeal. 

Chairman McAllister. of the legis- 
lative investigating committee said it 
‘was unfortunate that a question of 
such vital interest remained un- 
answered by the hizhest’court in the 
State.

The report of the resolutions com-

ALBANY, April 18.—Eléven bills, 
a majority relating. to local affairs in 
Westchester County, were vetoed=by 
Governor Roosevelt ‘today. © Several 


of the measures which the Governor 
rejected: would have permitted offi- 
cials to increase the bonded: indebt- 
edness of towns for improvements 
without first obtaining the approval 
of ,the taxpayers. 

I am by no means opposed,”’ the 
Governor said, ‘‘to the extension. of | 
public improvements, such as water- | 
ways, sidewalks, lighting districts, 
&c., in Westchester County, but I 
want to call the attention of the tax- 
payers of Westchester County to the 
fact that these and other bills would 
— governing officials to, impose 

eavy bonded indebtedness on the 
taxpayers without giving them -an 
opportunity to know how their 
money is being spent.’’ 

One: of the Westchester bills re- 
jected by the Governor would have 
placed the County Clerk’s fees in 
that county on a parity with those 
charged in New York County. 

Declaring it was a violation of the 
Constitution,: the Governor “rejected 
the Condon bill, which would have 
permitted municipalities. to . appro- 
puns $200 a year to assist American 

gion Posts to rent and maintain 
rooms. 

“I regret to be compelled to hold 
that this is very definitely in viola- 
tion of the intention ‘of the Consti- 
tution of the State and I must, -there- 
fore, disapprove the bill,’’ the’ Gov- 
ernor said 

Another measure vetoed by the 
Governor was urged:.by the ‘State 
Aviation Commission-and related to 
damages caused..by. the. landing... of 
airplanes upon landing fields whose 
boundaries are marked. The measure 
provided that the liability of the 
owner, proprietor or lesee of,any 
airplane landing field should exist 
only in case of gross negligence, The 
Governor said he regretted he was 
compelled to veto the bill because it 
was intended to encourage’ the \de- 
velopment of aviation.

TOWERS TO GET HIGH POST. 


Transatlantic Flight Commander to 
Be Assistant Navy Air Unit Head.

WASHINGTON, April 18. — Com- 
mandér John H. Towers, pioneer 
naval aviator and commander of the 
transatlantic flight of naval sea- 
planes in 1919, was selected today to 
sticceed Captain Ernest J. King as 
Assistant Chief of the Navy Bureau 
of Aeronautics on April 24, when 
Captain King will take command of 
the Naval Air Station at Hampton 
Roads. .Since last August Comman- 
der Towers has been in charge of 
the Plans Division of.the Bureau, of 
Aeronautics. 

He was born at Rome, Georgia, in 
1885, and was graduated from the 
bag States aval Acddemy’™ in 
1906. 


Commander Towers madé a flight 
of six hours, tén minutes in a Curtis 
seaplane in October, 1912, and es- 
tablished a world’s record’ for en 
durance in a seaplane*and an Amer- 
ican record for éndurancte in any 
type plane. During the Mexican dis- 
turbance in 1914 he was_in com- 
mand of the aviation’ unit estab- 
lished at Vera Cruz. 

On the outbreak of the World War 
he was ordered ‘to duty as an avia- 
tion observer in Europe and attached 
to: the American Embassy in Lon- 
don, where. he. remained for more 
than two years. He commanded the 
ait-craft carrier Langley from Janu- 
ary, 1927, until August, 1928.

Apparently, the money mar- 
ket does not look. for..early resump- 
tion of heavy ‘drafts on’’credit for 
such. purposes. Yesterday's caill- 
money rate went. no lower, but there 
was further slight relaxation in the 
rate for collateral time loans. The 
Reserve system’s report .was not as 
favorable as that of the week be- 
fore; borrowings of member banks 
increased: $30,700,000 and ‘the ‘reserve 
ratio went. fractionally lower both 
for the system and for the New York 
bank. The policy of reducing hola- 
ings of acceptance bills and govern- 
ment securities was continued. In 
the brokers’ loan report, the local 
member banks cut their own account 
$38,000,000 further during the week, 
but out-of-town banks and other lend- 
ers made'an increase for the first 
time in four weeks. 

On the Stock Exchange the day’s 
transactions :reached the’ largest ag- 
gregate in ‘more than’a fortnight, 
and there were rather numerous ad- 
vances of 6 to 9 points. In some 
stocks : the activities of ‘ professional 
operators for the rise. were resumed 
with . considerable persistency, but 
the standard shares moved little. 
There were no developments in the 
day’s general’ news’ to affect the 
market either favorably or unfavora- 
bly. The government’s index of 
commodity prices for March showed 
an average advance for the month 
and for the year. The year’s gen- 
eral advance of 1% per cent was 
mostly in farm products; non-agri- 
cultural commodities rose-only about 
1 per cent, and that was principally 
due to other metals than steel and 
iron. The price of copper evidently 
affected those. One reason for this 
month’s break in that commodity’s 
price was presented yesterday in the 
report on-the world’s copper produc- 
tion in “March, which was nearly 8 
per cent greater than in January 
and* 30 per cent above March, 1928. 
This is a familiar response to such 
excited bidding-up of the price as 
occurred a few months ago. 

The Bank of England’s weekly re- 
port made possible one exceedingly 
interesting comparison. The ratio 
of reserve to deposits, by which the 
strength of the bank’s. position is 
traditionally judged, rose. to 50 per 
cent. This is not the highest of the 
year, but it is much the highest ever 
reached in “this month during: the 


|| war and post-war period, and is well 


above the ratio reported for the mid- 
dle of April in any of the four years 
before the war. The bank has added 
$3,800,000 to its gold reserve in the 
week, making a gain of about $30,- 
000,000 since the bank rate rose on 
Feb. 7 and the draining-away of Lon- 
don’s gold ‘by Wall Street ended.

“A total of $318,036,000 of South 
American, loans is being negotiated 
with Wall Street bankers, largely as 
a result of the good will created dur- 
ing the recent tour of that Continent 
by President Hoover. Some of the 
loans have been closed and will be 
offered shortly to investors in this 
country, while others are nearing 
completion and await only the settle- 
ment of details. 

While the subject of loans was not 
discussed by President Hoover on his 
South American tour, the friendly 
feelings toward. the United « States 
which» his visit brought about have 
turned government officials toward 
New. York as the source of their cap- 
ital requirements. New ‘York bank- 
ers had greatly expanded their’ ac- 
tivities in South America and an in- 
creasing proportion of the loans of 
the larger countries have been placed 
here in recent years, but bankers 
said this trend had undoubtedly been 
ce Sa by President Hoo- 
ver’s 

The Codtenipiated financing in- 
cludes loans for national govern- 
ments, provinces and railroad devel- 
opments. The largest total of loans 
is expected to be contracted by Ar- 
gentine borrowers with an aggregate 
of $146,867,000, the largest part of 
which will be for railroads and mis- 
cellaneous enterprises... Brazilian loans 
totaling $105,000,000 are being ne- 
gotiated, while in Colombia there are 
projects: calling for $32,000,000. The 
National Bank of Panama.is discus- 
sing a loan of $1,000,000.’ A- consider- 
able part of the Brazilian financing 
is expected to be placed in England, 
which has cooperated with New York 
bankers in recent years in handling 
Brazilian loans. 

So far. this year South American 


|financing in“ New York had fallen 


off considerably from the volume of 
recent years, but this was the result 
of higher money rates and the result- 
ing slump in the bond market. Some 
of the loans now contemplated may 
be held back. until these conditions 
are corrected. The decrease was not 
due to any loss of hold by the Ameri- 
can bankers, but merely was part of 
a@ general let-down in new bond flota- 
tions of all, classes. 

Recent improvement in the bond 
market has indicated that this pe-| 
riod of inactivity was nearing its 
end, and when new finaricing is re- 
newed on a large scale South Amer- 
ica is expected to be one of the lead- 
ers. There has been no disposition 
there to shift from New York to 
Europe as a financing centre, despite * 
the relatively high money rates here.

WASHINGTON, April 18.—The 
growth of Japan’s steel industry has 
been one of the most significant de- 
yelopments in that country’s recent 
economic history, accord to a 
statement by the Department of 
Commerce. This development, it was 
said, could not have taken place ex- 
cept. for the fact that the govern- 
ment was in a position to foster ex- 
pansion, despite natural economic 
disadvantages. : 

Production of steel by Ja anese 
mills at the present time, de- 
partment said, is well in Athy of 
1,500,000 tons ann , a figure about 
double that of 1920. apanese plants 
are being enlarged and improved, an 
indication that producers believe that 
natural obstacles can be overcome 
and that continuance of government 
support. can. be relied upon. 

In view of the importance of Japan 
as a market for steel, the expansion 
of the domestic indust , the depart- 
ment added, is of pecul ar interest. to 
steel interests in the United States, 
Great Britain and Germany, all of 
which find in Japan an outlet for 
their products. 

“Most of the iron and steel com- 
panies operating in Japan,’’ the re- 
port stated, ‘‘owe their origin to the 
industrial ‘stimulation provided by 
the war when prices of both prod- 
ucts rose to fantastic heights.” 

At the end of 1918, there were 
about 200 of these companies operat- 
ing with an aggregate capital invest- 
ment of around $145,000,000. During 
the post-war period of depression, 
the majority’ of the smaller pro- 
ducers were forced out of business, 
although total national production 
did not drop appreciably. 


Margin of Profits Narrow. 
The financial status of Japan’s 
steel industry has not been really 
mero racime since 1920, the report 


Bs "1926, private steel companies 
with a capital investment of around 
$115,000,000 showed a profit of less 
than $5,000,000. Only two companies 
showed profits of 5 per cent, and 
both of these were compelled to un- 
| dergo radical readjustment programs 
in 1927. At the beginning of the 
current year, however, prospects for 
the industry appeared brighter than 
at any time since the close of the 
war.’’ 

The department also stated that 
Great Britain’s iron and steel indus- 
try experienced a marked increase 
in both the agg of pig iron 
and» steel in arch, according to a 
radio message from Commercial At- 
taché Cooper at London.

oF iron production increased from 
600 tons in February to 590,50) 
ate in March. There was a like in- 
crease in steel production in March, 
859,900 tons being produced that 
month, as against 782,900 tons in 
February. The number of open 
hearth furnaces lighted decreased 
from 312 in February to 305 in 
March. 

Imports increased over February, 
while exports continued to fall off. 
Imports amounted ‘to 182,107 gross 
tons as compared to February’s 160,- 
035 tons, a gain of nearly 14 per 
cent. Exports dropped from 380,075 
tons to 350,138 tons in March, a de- 
crease of 8 per cent.
